happened when the bridge had reached 
Its highest'point. 
There was a sudden 


shock, aud the bridge feil severalifect, 
and would have dropped further were It 
not for the heavy weights by which it 
was flually balanced. 


As soon as Engineer Murray saw the 
cogs snap he stopped his engine to save 
his machinery and further damage to the 
structure. 


The men on top when informed of the 


state of allairs In the engine room, and 
that the bridge could not be lowered 
until the next afternoon, did not relish 
the thought ot having to spend' all that 
time In the air, and were anxious to re- 
turn to terra llrma. The crowd below 
kept coaxing! them to climb down the 
long Iron fire escape ladder on the side of 
one of the Iron supports. Signalman 
P'Keefe finally decided to risk this, but 
after reaching the ladder with great difll- 
culty and descending 30 feet or more, he 
became very dizzy and was obliged.to 
return on the bridge. The tule of his 
daring adventure frightened hia comrades 
in misery, and they made .up their minds 
to remain. 


Only the boys, whose acrobatic pro- 


pensities asserted themselves, and the 
policeman, who had to report for duty 
and who was lowered by metlns of astout 
rope, managed to roach thostrett. 


How to spend the weary hours and 


how tn obtain food4'for several meals 
?vorried the men more than anything 
else. .All managed to send Information 
to their families of their unplanned es- 
capade. John. Ratclifle sent the fallow- 
lug note to his sister:
